Seo to repentant Sinners, with faire pꝛomiſes 
annexed thereunfo. Then atcommandement of Gods grace 
Remembrance read ontof that Boke vnto me in this man- ⸗ 
ner. Saint Paul wziting to the Romanes, ſaith: Where ſinne 
hath abounded, grate hath more abounded. He that miſtruſt 
eth the mercy ol Gods, miſtruſteth God to be mercifull, and 
in ſo doing her dolh Gos great intury. Foz he denieth Gon 
to he L. cue, and Power, wherein confilteth all the hope ot 
p92e Sinners. Foz ot his great loue, he ſent his onely Son to 
take mans nature vpon him in this Wozld, that in the ſame 
he might ſaffer vpon the Croſſe , foz the remiſſion of 
Annes. Conſequently hee pꝛomiled ſoꝛ the loue of his ſonne, 
remiſſion and ONO, fo often as thep 
required in faith, with an heauy andſozrowfull heart. No 
God is as true af his pꝛomiſes, as he is of power able to per- 
foʒzme them. And as he is of power, ſo will he doe whatſoe- 
ner pleaſeth him, God will patdon Sinners their fins, who 
then can let him from doing it? To whom God pleaſeth oz 
bath pꝛomiſed to pardon their fins, he fozgiueth. The truth 
hereof is wꝛitten in plaine woꝛdes, and ſhewedby exam - 
ples in many plates of the holy Scripture, as well in the 
old Teſtauient as the New. Firff,Efay ſaith:JfisJ myſelf, 
It is Amy ſelfe, that dath blot out thine inizuities , foz mine 
owne loue ſake , and J will not haue thy ünnes in remembe- 
rance. Foz the loue ofme (ſaith he) x not fo2 the loue of thee, 
meaning my godnelle and merey, and not foz the loue of 
thy merits. As if he ſaid to all Sinners in this ſoꝛt. —— 
1. thin 
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thinkeſt that J pardon thy ſins fo2 thy merits ſake , thou art 
deceiued, and walloweſt in deſpaire: no, no, but fox my mercy 
and infinite godnes J remit and foꝛgiue. Chou haſt no cauſe 
ta deſpaire, foz the leaſt part of my mercy. excedeth all thy 
fianes, In another place h ſaith by the ſame Prophet: 
Turne your ſelues vnto me all the earth, and pou ſhall be ſa⸗ 
ued, foꝛ J am God, and there is none other beſides me. MN hat 
is the meaning of theſe woꝛds, Jam god, anꝝ thing elſe, but 
that god is god and mercifull? If it be vnpoſſible but ha 
ſhould be god, it is vnpoſſible but hee ſhould be god and mer⸗ 
cifull. | | 
The ſame Pꝛophet ſpeaketh vntoeuery one of vs ſaying: 
Let the Jnfidell leaue his wayes, and the vninft man his 
thoughts, let them turne fo the Loꝛd, and he will haue pittie 
upon him, foz he is ready to foꝛgiue. By his Pꝛophet Ietemy 
hee ſaith to the people of Iſrael, that he was wzoth foꝛ their 
Jdolatry,and many other ſins, nevertheleſe hee laid, turne 
Iſrael, thou Rebell,vatome thy Lozd, and J will net furne 
my face from the, 02 as the Bebzew Text ſaith , J will not 
lay mine ire vpon th, fo2 J am (faith the Ls2d) holy and 
gentle, and kepe not mine anger foꝛ euer. By thy Pꝛophet 
Ezechiel he ſaith , ifthe euill man repent him of his Fnnes, 
andkepe my Commandements, doing righteouſly, hee ſhalf 
liue and not die, neither will J haue his fozmer offentes, an 
moꝛe in remembꝛance.

-not(ſaith the A o) ta call the iuſt, but ſinners fo repentance 
Not as a Judge, but as aPhyſtcian :-fo2 ſuchaslanguith in 
their ſinnes came Jinto the Wozld, not that they ould re⸗ 
maine Sinners, but to turne them from their ſinnes, that be- 
ing penitẽnt, they might be made tighteous : Likewiſe he 
told the Phariſies, that the Angels in Peauen doe moꝛe re⸗ 
iopce in one penitent Sinner then in 99. iuſt perſons, which 
nerdds no repentance, God (ſaith Saint Paul) ſpared not 
his onely Sonne,fo2 vs, but that he ſhould rather die, then we

Ak god ſpared not his onely Son to die fo2 Sinners, what 
thing is moze p2ecious vnto him, that hæ ſhould refuſeto 
giue them: And therefoze the ſame Apoſtle ſpeaking of Je⸗ 
ſus Chꝛiſt, ſaith thus, we haue not an hgh Pꝛieſt which can⸗ 
not haue compaſſion of our infirmities but ſuch a.one as in 
L 3 all 
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all points was tempted as well as we, ſinne excepted, Let vs 
goe then boldly to the ſeat of grace, that we may ohtain mer⸗ 
cye find grace in time conuenient. If I ſpould rehearſe all 
the places of the @criptureto this effect, the time would faile 
me. Thus wee ſ& then, none hath cauſe to diſtruſt thegwd- 
neſſe of God, oz to deſpatre of the greatneſfeof his ſins,ſæ ing 
that God hath made ſo many faire pꝛomiſes fo pardon the 
peaitent Sinner; there be many examples in the old t new 
Teſtament of the per foꝛmance of Gods pꝛomiſes, as namely 
to Dauid, who committed both adultery and murther, he, euen 
he, by ſozrowing fo2 his offences, and crying Peccaui, obtai⸗ 
ned mercy and par don of all his wickedneſſe. 
Manaſſes the ſonne of Ezechias, reſto2ed the falſe woꝛſhip 
. of God, which his father had defaced, and of an euill zꝛale to 
tafidelitie, he himſelfe offered vp his own childꝛen in fire foz 
ſacrifice. Pe perſecuted the Pꝛophets, and flue innumerable 
innocents.amongſt all which, he cauſed the Pꝛophet Eſay to 
be ſawne in peeces. In the end he was taken by his enemies, 
and led captiue into Babylon: but whenhe was in his extrea⸗ 
mitie, he acknowleged his offence, and aſked fo2giueneſſe of 
God, by whom hee wasreceiuedtofauour, '4 reſtozed to his 
Kingdoine againe. The people of Niniue, whom God thꝛeat⸗ 
ned by the Pꝛophet Ionas,vfferly tavefroy,fozthemultitude 
of their ſinnes, they repented and pꝛayed, and ſo God fozgaue 
them. The Samaritane alſo and the Cananice,notwithſtand- 
ing their hozrtble ſinnes, when they aſked God mercy,he foꝛ⸗ 
gaue then, Matthew, Zacheus;#divers other Publicans, vp⸗ 
on their repentance were receined info fauour. Peter that 
denied his after thee times, and gaue himſelf to the Deuil 
it he knew him. when he wept bitterly foꝛ his ſinnes, he was 
receined into mercy. The there alſo vpon the croſſe, being at 
point of death, euen this fellow , who lined vpon nothing 
but robbery manAlanghter all his life time, acknowledged 
his hainaus fins, aſked pardon, and God foꝛgaue him: yea, 
be obtained moꝛe then he required: foꝛ Chꝛiſt ſaid vnto him, 
This day thou ſhalt be with me in Paradiſe.
